WASHINGTON (AP) — Prosecu tion 
and defense lawy ers in the Watergate 
cov er-u p tria l are spending the 
w eek end 
refining 
th e ir 
opening 
argu m ents and planning strategy for 
the long-awaited start of presentations 
to the ju ry . 
A ju ry of nine women and three men 
was sworn in on Friday . Another six 
women 
were seated 
as 
alternate 
ju rors. 
After hearing U.S. District Ju dge 
John J. Sirica admonish them to “ u se 
y ou r g ood c o m m o n s e n s e 
. . . and. . .approach this m atter ob­ 
jectiv ely ,” the ju rors and alternates 
were escorted home to pack for what 
cou ld 
be 
three 
or 
fou r 
months 
separated from their families. 


Sirica m ade pu blic pretrial motions 
which he had sealed du ring ju ry 
selection. 
In one, former President Richard M 
Nix on’s doctor said he m u st u ndergo 
treatm ent for phlebitis for a period of 
between three and fiv e months and 
that to trav el to Washington to appear 
as a witness du ring that period cou ld 
create “ a potentially v ery seriou s risk 
to his health.” 
John D. Ehrlichman, form er White 
Hou se aide, and the prosecu tors hav e 
su bpoenaed Nix on to appear as a 
witness. 
In addition, former White Hou se 
staff chief H. R. Haldeman said in 
another motion that he intends to seek 
Nix on’s testimony .

NEW YORK (AP) — Vice president- 
designate Nelson A. Rock efeller say s 
he m ade gifts totaling $1,77 8 ,87 8 to 18 
present or form er pu blic officials or 
staff mem bers while he was gov ernor 
of New York . 


The form er gov ernor also said he 
had ou tstanding loans totaling $155,000 
to three of the 18. 


Rock efeller had prev iou sly disclosed 
gifts and loans to fiv e of the 18, in­ 
clu ding a gift of $50,000 in 19 6 9 to Henry 
A. Kissinger, now U.S. secretary of 
state. 
Rock efeller said he m ade the fu ll list 
pu blic 
becau se 
confidential 
in­ 
formation he su bmitted to Congress 
and the ex ecu tiv e branch was being 
“ leak ed piecem eal to the press, 
cau sing the compromising of the 
priv acy 
of 
many 
indiv idu als and 
m isleading interpre tations of the 
facts.” 
Rock efeller said all of the gifts had 
been “fu lly reported as requ ired by the 
Internal Rev enu e Code” and that he 
had paid a total of $840,000 in federal 
and state tax es on the gifts. 
C ongressional 
sou rces 
in 
Washington said reports of the gifts 
prompted a Hou se Ju diciary su b­ 
committee to requ est renewal of an 
FBI inqu iry into Rock efeller’s activ i­ 


ties to answer qu estions not cov ered in 
initial FBI inv estigation reports. 
Also in W ashington, C hairm an 
Jam es B. Allen, D-Ala., of the Senate 
Ru les Committee said: 
“ I think chances are good the Ru les 
Committee will reopen hearings (on 
the Rock efeller nomination) after the 
congressional recess. He’s been called 
on to ex plain the gifts and we’ll hav e to 
see what he say s.” 
In a letter to Cannon, Rock efeller 
said 
all 
recipients 
w ere 
“ ad ­ 
m inistrativ ely responsible to me... 
“ We had identical objectiv es. There 
was no conflict of interest inv olv ed and 
there was nothing illegal or immoral 
abou t either the gifts or the loans.” 
Rock efeller, who serv ed as gov ernor 
from 19 59 u ntil resigning late last y ear, 
also said: 
“ Throu ghou t my life I hav e made 
loans 
and 
gifts 
to 
friends 
and 
associates to assist them in meeting 
the k ind of pressing hu man needs 
which all people hav e from time to 
time — problems su ch as sev ere illness 
and 
m edical 
ex penses, 
m arital 
problem s, edu cation of children, 
problems of adolescents, problems of 
relocation, problems of meeting one’s 
obligations to aged parents, and prob­ 
lems that hav e to be faced after 
retirem ent.” 


Sirica told defense and prosecu tion 
lawy ers to su bmit their responses to 
Nix on’s motion by the end of the day 
Wednesday . 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman contend 
that the ex -president’s testimony is 
essential to show how mu ch they k new 
abou t W atergate and how they ad­ 
v ocated fu ll disclosu re of what was 
k nown. 
R ichard Ben-V eniste, a ssista nt 
special W atergate prosecu tor, is 
schedu led to begin the trial Monday 
w ith a bou t 24 h ou rs of ope n in g 
statem ents. Opening statem ents by 
lawy ers for defendants Robert C. Mar- 
dian, 
Kenneth 
W. 
Park inson 
and 
Ehrlichm an will follow. 
The fiv e defendants are charged 
with 
conspiring to 
block the 
in­ 
v estigation of the W atergate break -in. 
All bu t Mardian also are charged with 
obstru ction of ju stice. 
Additional cou nts charge Mitchell, 
former U.S. attorney general, and 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman, two of the 
top White Hou se aides du ring the 
Nix on adm inistration, with ly ing to in­ 
v estigators.

Medical care now costs 12.8 per cent 
more than a y ear ago.

Department estimates. 
The cou ncil has no powers to enforce 
restraint in wage and price increases, 
bu t it can coax and cajole throu gh 
pu blic hearings or priv ate con­ 
ferences. 
On Capitol Hill, the Hou se set a $300 
billion spending target for the cu rrent 
fiscal y ear, as requ ested by Ford in his 
economic address last Tu esday . 
Howev er, there was little hope that 
the new goal wou ld be met.

$18,9 50 home in Clev eland and $24,852 
in the State Pu blic Employ ment Re­ 
tirem ent Sy stem, and released income 
tax retu rns dating back to 19 6 9 which 
showed a tax able income for the period 
of $9 2,742 and tax es paid of $20,9 79 . 
Tony Hall, the Democratic nominee 
for secretary of state also issu ed a 
report on his financial worth, listing 
assets of $130,9 6 6 .45, inclu ding 
24 
shares of a lau ndry bu siness worth 
$55,320 and interests in real estate 
rental properties worth $54,100. 
Hall also reported he had receiv ed, 
as of Oct. 8, a total of $6 6 ,07 7 .7 5 in 
campaign contribu tions since the May 
prim ary .

IXJS ANGEIiES (AP) - William 
Garretson, arrested bu t later freed in 
connection with the mu rders of actress 
Sharon Tate and fou r others, has lost 
his $108,000 false arrest su it against the 
city of Ix )s Angeles. 
“ We are conv inced that the Ix >s 
Angeles 
Police 
Department 
acted 
properly ,” said ju ry foreman John 
Ru therford after the v erdict Friday . 
The 
12 Su perior Cou rt ju rors 
u nanimou sly agreed that the arrest 
and detention of Garretson for 58 hou rs 
were “ju stifiable.” 
Garretson, now 25, liv ed in the 
caretak er’s home only 80 feet from the 
main hou se where two of the fiv e 
mu tilated bodies were fou nd. Police 
said he was arrested becau se he was 
the only person still aliv e at the estate 
and he seemed to be “dazed” and “in a 
stu perou s condition.” 
After interrogation and a lie detector 
test, he was released. Charles Manson 
and fou r of his followers were later 
conv icted and are now serv ing life sen­ 
tences. 
G arretson’s attorney , 
Robert M. 
Cohen, told the ju ry that his client was 
arrested “ becau se he was a 19 -y ear- 
old k id with long hair.” Cohen said 
there was “absolu tely no ev idence” 
link ing Garretson with the k illings. 
His mother testified that Garretson 
su ffered abu siv e treatm ent after he 
retu rned to his hometown of I^an- 
caster, Ohio, becau se of widespread 
news cov erage of his arrest and de­ 
tention.

Among the nu merou s insects that 
infest stored food s in the pantry , the 
saw-toothed grain beetle, confu sed 
flou r beetle, Ind ian meal moth, and 
angou mois grain moth are probably 
the biggest problems, say s William F. 
Ly on, Ex tension Entomologist at The 
Ohio State Univ ersity . 


Many pantry pests are general 
feed ers. They feed on nearly all ty pes 
of d ried v egetable and animal matter. 
You ’ll find them in nu t meats, cand y , 
macaroni, cheese, tobacco, spaghetti, 
cereals, flou r, cak e mix es, d ried 
v egetables, d ried fru its, peas, spices, 
beans, su gar, starch, certain d ru gs, 
d ry d og and cat food , bird seed , bak ing 
powd er, powd ered milk , crack ers, 
cook ies, and popcorn. 


The saw-toothed grain beetle and 
confu sed flou r beetle may be seen 
crawling abou t in 
the k itchen or 
storage area. They are fou nd in milled 
grain and flou r prod u cts. Dog and cat 
food s are fav orites of these insects and 
are often ov erlook ed when searching 
for the sou rce. 
The Ind ian meal moth is commonly 
seen fly ing arou nd the k itchen. larv ae 
of this moth web together their food 
su ch as flou r or commeal and com­ 
pletely d estroy the prod u ct for hu man 
consu mption.

Be 
su re to clean areas where insects 
might be hid ing, lik e between the stov e 
and wall, u nd er the refrigerator, 
u nwashed flou r sifter, insid e rolling 
pins, and other lik ely places. 
As a homeowner, y ou are limited to 
abou t two pesticid es for controlling 
pantry pests. In the k itchen or storage 
areas, spray empty , cleaned shelv es 
lightly with premiu m grad e malathion 
(3 per cent spray ), or py rethrins (0.1 
per cent to 0.23 per cent) 
plu s 
piperony l bu tox id e (1 per cent to 2 per 
cent). 
To prev ent reinfestation, k eep 
pack ages sealed in tight-fitting con­ 
tainers so insects cannot get into them. 
Often, flou r, cereal, cak e mix , and 
other pack ages are opened or slightly 
pu nctu red . These sh ou ld be tr a ns ­ 
ferred immed iately to tight-fitting 
containers su ch as jars with lid s or 
coffee cans.

This tip for y ou will sou nd lik e a 
wiv es tail, bu t it’s straight for y ou 
from the state horticu ltu rist.

Store a tomato with 
them! As the tomato ripens, it giv es off 
a su bstance which cau ses the bananas 
to ripen to a gold en state. Ohio State 
Univ ersity ex perts hav e also 
ex ­ 
perimented with storing food s at low 
pressu re cond itions (remember ou r 
atmosphere is 50 pou nd s pressu re). By 
red u cing the storage air pressu re, they 
hav e k ept apples fresh for 2 y ears, cu t 
flowers fresh for 100 d ay s. This may 
hav e fascinating possibilities for the 
fu tu re of food storage. 
Incid entally , if y ou can food , y ou 
k now the air pressu re in y ou r jars is 
lower than the ou tsid e air — that’s why 
the air pu shes the lid d own, right?

pathologists also tell u s that those 
brown spots on y ou r tomatoes this fall 
are probably a v iru s. This tomato 
v iru s grows well u nd er cool, wet 
cond itions, and often shows u p in the 
fall. 
Also, if y ou r roses are lik e mine, the 
leav es are y ellowing and hav e black 


spots on them. This is d u e to a rose 
d isease that mu st 
be chemically 
treated , becau se the d isease can liv e 
throu gh the winter. Pick off the af­ 
fected leav es and d ispose of them. Do 
not throw them on the grou nd or y ou 
may spread the d isease to other plants. 
Call the Ex tension Office and ask for 
the bu lletin “Roses for the Home” for 
more information on roses.

An increasing nu m ber of land 
parcels across Ohio are getting 
check u ps to d etermine their cond ition, 
accord ing to My ron 
H. W arner, 
Ex tension Agronomist at The Ohio 
State Univ ersity . Usu ally called “soil 
tests,” these check u ps tell if the soils 
hav e enou gh plant food to grow good 
lawTis or gard ens or field crops or 
pastu re grasses. 
Warner reports th at the nu mber of 
samples tested at the Ohio State 
Univ ersity Soil Test laboratory is 
ru nning abou t 25 per cent abov e 1973.

of 
this 
increase 
is 
from 
homeowners who want information 
abou t how to hav e better lawns and 
gard ens. And most of the increase in 
this ty pe of soil sample is coming from 
thelarger metropolitan areas of the 
state. 
Becau se of the fertilizer shortage. 
Ex tension agronomists u rged morel 
and owners and managers to hav e 
their soils tested for the 1974 season. 
Warner say s the same reasons will still 
apply to the 1975 season: more ef­ 
ficient u se of av ailable fertilizers; cost 
sav ing by apply ing only the plant food 
elements need ed ; and promise of 
higher crop and plant y ield s throu gh 
the av ailability of the proper plant 
food s. 
Althou gh Warner believ es su pplies 
of fertilizer for homeowners will be 
ad eq u ate for nex t spring, he foresees 
the su pply for farm u se as still tight. 
He say s one fertilizer d ealer recently 
commented that he no longer sells 
fertilizer, he allocates it among the 
farmers who want to bu y . Nitrogen 
and phosphoru s will probably be in 
short su pply this y ear, Warner points 
ou t, becau se fertilizer plants ju st can’t 
k eep u p with prod u ction d emand s. 
Warner attribu tes some of the soil 
sam ple increase to stepped u p 
ed u catonal programs d u ring the past 
y ear. In ad d ition to efforts of cou nty 
Ex tension agents to encou rage land 
owners to hav e their soils tested , 
Ex tension agronom ists hav e had 
ex hibits at sev eral home and gard en 
shows. The agronomists hav e been 
present to answer qu estions. 
Fall is a good time to hav e soil 
tested , Warner say s. He su ggests that 
interested persons get soil test k its 
from the Cou nty Ex tension Office. 
These inclu d e 
information sheets, 
mailing bags, soil probes, and other 
information for tak ing tests and are 
av ailable at a small fee. 


sorghu m and barley , at 176 million 
tons, will be 14 per cent below the 1973 
crop of feed grains, accord ing to 
figu res compiled by Wallace Barr, 
Ex tension Economist at The Ohio 
State Univ ersity .

He was employed five years as a 
Are Nitrates 
A Problem 
To Livestock? 


By GEO RGE HAMRICK

Recent studies indicate that excess 
nitrogen fertilization of forage crops 
does not produce nitrate toxicity in 
livestock, says William Crist, Canfield 
Area Extension Agent, Dairy Industry. 
Consumption of some nitrate is nor­ 
mal, he says. However, excessive 
amounts of nitrate have caused the 
death of animals. 
If an animal eats a small quantity of 
nitrate, it is converted to nitrate and 
then to ammonia. The ammonia is 
used to make microbial protein that is 
beneficial to the animal. If too much 
nitrate is consumed and some of it is 
converted to nitrate in the rumen, 
some of the nitrate will be absorbed 
into the blood where it changes the red- 
colored pigment called hemoglobin to 
a brown-colored pigment called 
methemoglobin. Hemoglobin trans­ 
ports oxygen from the 
lungs to 
other body tissues. Methemoglobin 
does not. So, if enough hemoglobin is 
converted to methemoglobin, the 
animal will die. 
Under normal conditions, nitrates 
are taken up by the roots of plants. 
These nitrates move up the stems 
where they are converted into protein. 
As plants mature, nitrate content 
declines to near zero. Mature com 
silage has near zero nitrate, while corn 
that has just started to ear would be 
higher in nitrate. Species of plants 
that can accumulate very high nitrate 
include com, oats, other small grains, 
sudan grass, and sorghums. The grain 
part is always low in nitrate, Crist 
says. 
Since nitrate must be present in the 
soil before plants can accumulate it, 
sources are manure, plant materials, 
microbial fixation of nitrogen from the 
air, or nitrogen fertilization. 
Nitrate poisoning has occurred 
where no commercial fertilizers have 
been used. Several studies show there 
is no relationship between high 
nitrogen fertilizations and nitrate 
toxicity. 
Crist says adverse weather con­ 
ditions are probably the biggest factor 
in nitrate accumulation in plants. 
Increased accumulation results from 
scorching, hot weather and drought 
after a normal spring and summer; 
rain after a long dry period; and 
prolonged cool, cloudy weather, he 
says. 
It is doubtful that long-term, low- 
level feeding of nitrate has any harm­ 
ful effects on animal performance. 
I»w levels of nitrate have been ac­ 
cused of causing decreased milk 
production, poor growth, lowered 
fertility, and disturbance of vitamin A 
nutrition. Attempts to reproduce these 
effects, attributed to long-term intake 
of low levels of nitrate in carefully 
controlled experiments, have not been 
successful, Crist says. 
On a dry matter basis, 2,000 parts 
per million of nitrate-nitrogen, 0.2 per 
cent nitrate-nitrogen, 0.88 per cent 
nitrate, or 1.44 per cent potassium 
nitrate is generally considered an 
upper limit in livestock feed.

Mills Story 
Harm ful 
To Chances 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - The 
manner in which reports of an incident 
involving Rep. Wilbur Mills were 
handled may be more politically 
damaging to the 36-year-veteran 
congressman than the incident itself, 
according to some of his associates. 
“ It’s kind of, to me, like another 
cover-up, I guess you could say. So, I 
think what I would hope Mr. Wilbur 
Mills would do is come forth and be 
honest with the people. I think this is 
what we need in our government and 
that’s my biggest objection to this 
whole thing that’s happened," said the 
Rev. Keith Goza, pastor of the Ar­ 
kansas Democrat’s hometown church, 
the First Methodist Church in Kensett. 
Mills has attended one service at the 
church since the Rev. Mr. Goza, 24, 
became pastor three months ago. 
In Washington, Rep. Thomas L. 
Ashley, D-Ohio, said of Mills, " I think 
he’s a goner. I don’t think it needed to 
be fatal but he allowed it to be fatal. 
You don’t disappear for four days with 
no explanation.” 
Mills, chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, originally 
denied involvement in the Washington 
incident early Monday but later ad­ 
mitted that he was present when police 
stopped his car for speeding and 
operating without headlights. 
Police said Mills, a passenger in the 
car, was bleeding from facial cuts and 
smelled of alcohol, and another 
passenger, later identified as a former 
stripper, jumped from the car and into 
the Tidal Basin after the vehicle was 
stopped early Monday. 
In a statement issued through an 
aide on Thursday, Mills said he was 
trying to take the woman home from a 
party because she did not feel well. He 
said his original statement denying 
involvement was the result of a 
misunderstanding.

The greatest assembly of economists 
climbed to the summit in Washington 
only to discover that when it comes to 
solving the country’s fiscal woes, 1,500 
heads are no better than one.

The conflict of views and interests 
shown at the economic debates has an 
equally bewildering counterpart in 
diplomacy — our embarrassed efforts 
to kiss and make up with Fidel Castro. 
He welcomed peace-makers Jake 
Javits and Claiborne Pell from the 
United States Senate, then, while they 
were being shown the sights, went on 
radio to excoriate the U.S. in a more 
fiery manner than he had displayed in 
years. 
The Senators came home convinced 
that despite the acid that Castro had 
sprayed they had gotten through to 
him — had given him pause. Sen. 
Javits described Castro as “ . . .very 
pensive. He really seriously con­ 
sidered what we were saying.” 
But so must have Cuban Foreign 
Minister Raul Roa in his speech to the 
U.N. Assembly. He called us, pen­ 
sively, just about everything in the 
book. 
So don’t book passage for Havana for 
some time, at least. 
A renowned World War II general, 
writing in the Reading (Pa.) Eagle, 
suggests that we make Castro “ work 
his way back,” like a defector-deserter 
before we embrace him. Ira C. Eaker, 
who headed the Eighth and Fifteenth 
Air Forces, gave his readers a long list 
of Fidel’s crimes against the U.S. They 
include his willingness to let the 
Russians turn his island into a missile 
and bomber base; his clandestine 
Communist operations in South and 
Central America; 
his confiscation 
without renumeration of hundreds of 
millions of dollars of U.S. properties, 


NEW YORK (A P) - Words, like 
fortunes, are made and lost on Wall 
Street. 
Gone for now are the words of the 
heady years of the past, when go-go 
funds were run by swingers and 
gunslingers looking for smart money 
investments in high flyers, glamours, 
yo-yo stocks or stocks in the second 
tier of the Nifty Fifty. 
But 
Wall Street’s penchant 
for 
creating new words, phrases and jokes 
seems to have declined with the Dow 
Jones industrial average this year. 
And about the only new phrase to come 
out of the Street in recent months is 
gloomy: double-digit inflation. 
“ When things are easy in a big bull 
market, you get more humor,” says 
Eldon Grimm, a veteran of the Street 
who’s been around long enough to 
know. “ Now it’s hard to come by.” 
“ I don’t think people have the time to 
think about these things,” says Peter 
Wyckoff, author of “ The language of 
Wall Street.” ‘‘They’re just too 
worried.” 
Each profession has its code words, 
from banking to short order cookery, 
and Wall Street still has at least its 
share. 
Blue chips and widow-and-orphan 
stocks have been demeaned and war 
babies, defense stocks, rejected. All 
were caught in the claws of the most 
powerful bear market since the ’30s. 
Bull and bear are the Street’s best 
known symbols. They refer to the way 
a bull thrusts his head up in a fight 
while a bear grapples and wrestles his 
opponent down. 
From time to time, these concepts 
have been related to creation of illegal 
bull traps, bear polls and bear raids, in 
which bears join forces to force down 
the price of a stock, only to buy it back 
at a profit. 
Also illegal are bucket shops, run by 
bucketteers who theoretically execute 
customers’ orders and make money 
when the client loses. Painting the 
tapemaking trades just to get a 
company’s name on the ticker is out, 


but investors can still put their money 
in pups, cats and dogs. 
You can sell short or go long, 
straddle or swing or take a short 
against the box. The market can swim, 
be sick, sleep, be lazy or fall out of bed. 
It can leave you without a shirt or 
taking a bath. 
Quick action on trading floors has 
created nicknames for some of the best 
known companies. 
United States Steel is Big X, from its 
ticker tape symbol. Bethlehem Steel is 
Bessie, McDonald’s Corp. is Ham­ 
burger, After Six is Tux. Dome 
Petroleum is Dump and Buttes, Oil & 
Gas is Bingo. 
Like words, there are phrases and 
sayings. 
“ He who sells what isn’t his’n, buys 
it back or goes to prison,” goes the one 
about short selling — selling borrowed 
stock on the theory that you can buy it 
back later at a profit. 
“ Buy on the rumor, sell on the 
news,” is another widely followed 
maxim. 
Another 
favorite, 
common 
nowadays, is, “ Bears sometimes make 
money, bulls sometimes make money, 
but pigs never do.” 
“ That’s a lot of baloney,” 
broker Grimm.

Coal Strike 
Seen Likely 
By Miller 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The United 
Mine Workers says a nationwide coal 
strike is likely Nov. 12 unless the in­ 
dustry makes concessions on key 
health and safety issues, but the coal 
operators indicate they are standing 
fast. 
“ Time is running out,” declared 
UMW President Arnold Miller who 
charged that the “ inflexible position” 
adopted by the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association all but assures a 
strike. 
“ If there is to be a prayer of 
negotiating a settlement and securing 
ratification without a strike, tough, 
hard negotiating should be going on 
this very minute,” Miller told a news 
conference Thursday. 
Contract talks covering 120,000 
UMW members who produce about 7 5 
per cent of the nation’s soft coal 
recessed last Monday when Miller said 
the industry rejected the union’s 
proposals to improve health and safety 
in the mines. The two sides are not 
scheduled to meet again until Monday. 
The union chief called the industry’s 
counter proposals “ garbage,” saying 
they are like asking “ for a three-year 
renewal of their license to kill.”

The ankle joint is a complicated, 
m echanically 
exact 
piece 
of 
“ m achinery.” It is almost 
un­ 
believable that it can take so much 
pounding and still function as well as it 
does. 
Occasionally, its function is im­ 
paired by a congenital defect, or by 
injury, or by rheumatoid arthritis. 
Previously, when the joint ceased to 
function adequately, treatment was 
ineffectual in most instances. Now, Dr. 
Richard C. Smith, from the California 
College of Medicine in Irvine, has 
constructed a metal and plastic joint 
which totally replaces the ankle in 
those cases where it is not functioning. 
The new techniques of replacement 
of joints hold great promise in giving 
incapacitated people an excellent 
chance of normal function. 


Dr. Edwin D. Kilboume and his co- 
workers in New York City have 
developed a new approach aimed at 
limiting influenza rather than trying to 
completely prevent it with a new 
vaccine. 


Prelim inary 
studies 
definitely 
reduced the severity of symptoms in 26 
adult volunteers. 


Apparently, this approach to im­ 
munity is a radical departure from the 
use of flu vaccine. 
There is great optimism that this 
complex scientific development may 
be expanded to other viral infections. 


Dr. A. Clifford Barger, of Harvard 
Medical School, has found that the 
venom of a South American snake can 
prevent certain types of high blood 
pressure. 
Renal hypertension, produced ex­ 
perimentally in laboratory animals, 
can be controlled by this method. 
As with all scientific investigation 
the transition is made to humans when 
its value is confirmed in animals. After 
being certain that the disadvantages 
and side effects are eliminated or 
minimized to a safe level, new drugs 
are certified for universal distribution.

Bu zz 
Kilman, 
news director at 
WSHE-FM in Fort I^u derdale, said, 
“ Panic in the streets, with a lot of 
alleg ed lies and rep orted lies. Ou r 
p hones hav en’t stop p ed ring ing all 
day .” 
The listeners ap p arently had heard 
frag m ents of rep orts from a news 
conference held by Robert Carr, a 
form el“ Holly wood, C alif., screen 
writer who lectu red at the Univ ersity 
of Sou th Florida last y ear. 
It tu rned ou t that Carr was rep eating 
information he had obtained from a 
book abou t fly ing sau cers p u blished in 
the early 195 0s. 
Carr, 6 5 , now liv ing in Clearwater, 
was p romoting a Tam p a “Fly ing 
Sau cer Sy mp osiu m” to be sp onsored 
Nov . 1-3 by a g rou p called PSI, for 


p sy chic, sp iritu al and intu ition. 
Carr said that “sou rces had rep orted 
that two UFO’s and the frozen bodies 
of their occu p ants were being hidden 
at W rig ht-Patterson Air Force Base, 
Day ton, Ohio. The rep orts were denied 
emp hatically by sau cer-weary Air 
Force officials. 
“There are no little g reen creatu res 
or

They say their home among the 
wooded, rolling central Illinois hills 
rep resents the realization of a dream 
and an op p ortu nity for them to be a 
real family 
doing thing s tog ether. 
“ We g ot awfu lly tired of su bdiv ision 
liv ing ,” said Koelling , 45 , who driv es 
21 miles each day to Sp ring field, where 
he is cu rator of botany at the Illinois 
State Mu seu m. 


“ We still sometimes p inch ou rselv es 
to see if it is real.” 
The children, 10-y ear-old Geoffrey 
and 8 -y ear-old Jill, ride a bu s 3*2 miles 
to school in Petersbu rg . Koelling ’s 
wife, Charlene, 37, teaches science and 
is librarian at Greenv iew school, abou t 
eig ht miles away . 
The center of the family ’s interest is 
their 15 -acre p arcel of land — too hilly 
for farming bu t ju st rig ht for cou ntry 
liv ing .

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Cover-Up Trial Opens Monday 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Prosecution 
and defense lawyers in the Watergate 
cover-up trial are spending the 
w eekend 
refining 
their 
opening 
arguments and planning strategy for 
the long-awaited start of presentations 
to the jury. 
A jury of nine women and three men 
was sworn in on Friday. Another six 
women 
were 
seated 
as 
alternate 
jurors. 
After hearing U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica admonish them to “use 
y o u r g o o d c o m m o n s e n s e 
. . . and. . .approach this m atter ob­ 
jectively,” the jurors and alternates 
were escorted home to pack for what 
could 
be 
three 
or 
four 
months 
separated from their fam ilies. 


Sirica made public pretrial motions 
which he had sealed during jury 
selection. 
In one, former President Richard M. 
Nixon’s doctor said he m ust undergo 
treatm ent for phlebitis for a period of 
between three and five months and 
that to travel to Washington to appear 
as a witness during that period could 
create “ a potentially very serious risk 
to his health.” 
John D. Ehrlichman, former White 
House aide, and the prosecutors have 
subpoenaed Nixon to appear as a 
witness. 
In addition, former White House 
staff chief H. R. Haldeman said in 
another motion that he intends to seek 
Nixon s testimony. 
Rockefeller Gifts 
Total $ 1.8 Million 


NEW YORK (AP) - Vice president- 
designate Nelson A. Rockefeller says 
he made gifts totaling $1,778,878 to 18 
present or former public officials or 
staff members while he was governor 
of New York. 


The former governor also said he 
had outstanding loans totaling $155,000 
to three of the 18. 


Rockefeller had previously disclosed 
gifts and loans to five of the 18, in­ 
cluding a gift of $50,000 in 1969 to Henry 
A. Kissinger, now U.S. secretary of 
state. 
Rockefeller said he made the full list 
public 
because 
con fid en tial 
in­ 
formation he submitted to Congress 
and the executive branch was being 
“ leaked piecem eal to .th e press, 
causing the 
compromising 
of the 
privacy 
of 
many 
individuals 
and 
m isleading interpretations of the 
facts.” 
Rockefeller said all of the gifts had 
been “fully reported as required by the 
Internal Revenue Code” and that he 
had paid a total of $840,000 in federal 
and state taxes on the gifts. 
C ongressional 
sou rces 
in 
Washington said reports of the gifts 
prompted a House Judiciary sub­ 
committee to request renewal of an 
FBI inquiry into Rockefeller’s activi­ 


ties to answer questions not covered in 
initial FBI investigation reports. 
Also in W ashington, 
Chairm an 
Jam es B. Allen, D-Ala., of the Senate 
Rules Committee said: 
“I think chances are good the Rules 
Committee will reopen hearings (on 
the Rockefeller nomination) after the 
congressional recess. He’s been called 
on to explain the gifts and w e’ll have to 
see what he says.” 
In a letter to Cannon, Rockefeller 
said 
a ll 
recipients 
w ere 
“ ad­ 
m inistratively responsible to me... 
“ We had identical objectives. There 
was no conflict of interest involved and 
there w as nothing illegal or immoral 
about either the gifts or the loans.” 
Rockefeller, who served as governor 
from 1959 until resigning late last year, 
also said: 
“Throughout my life I have made 
loans 
and 
gifts 
to 
friends 
and 
associates to assist them in meeting 
the kind of pressing human needs 
which all people have from time to 
time — problems such as severe illness 
and 
m ed ica l 
exp en ses,

p rob lem s, education of children, 
problems of adolescents, problems of 
relocation, problems of meeting one’s 
obligations to aged parents, and prob­ 
lem s that have to be faced after 
retirem ent.” 


Sirica told defense and prosecution 
lawyers to submit their responses to 
Nixon’s motion by the end of the day 
Wednesday.

Garretson, now 25, lived in the 
caretaker’s home only 80 feet from the 
main house where two of the five 
mutilated bodies were found. Police 
said he was arrested because he was 
the only person still alive at the estate 
and he seemed to be “dazed” and “in a 
stuperous condition.” 
After interrogation and a lie detector 
test, he was released. Charles Manson 
and four of his followers were later 
convicted and are now serving life sen­ 
tences. 
Garretson^ attorney, 
Robert 
M. 
Cohen, told the jury that his client was 
arrested “because he was a 19-year- 
old kid with long hair.” Cohen said 
there was “absolutely no evidence” 
linking Garretson with the killings. 
His mother testified that Garretson 
suffered abusive treatment after he 
returned to his hometown of Lan­ 
caster, Ohio, because of widespread 
news coverage of his arrest and de­ 
tention.

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Weevils Pollute 
Stored Foods

Among the numerous insects that 
infest stored foods in the pantry, the 
saw-toothed grain beetle, confused 
flour beetle, Indian meal moth, and 
angoumois grain moth are probably 
the biggest problems, says William F. 
Lyon, Extension Entomologist at The 
Ohio State University. 


Many pantry pests are general 
feeders. They feed on nearly all types 
of dried vegetable and animal matter. 
You’ll find them in nut meats, candy, 
macaroni, cheese, tobacco, spaghetti, 
cereals, flour, cake mixes, dried 
vegetables, dried fruits, peas, spices, 
beans, sugar, starch, certain drugs, 
dry dog and cat food, bird seed, baking 
powder, powdered milk, crackers, 
cookies, and popcorn. 


The saw-toothed grain beetle and 
confused flour beetle may be seen 
crawling about in 
the kitchen or 
.storage area. They are found in milled 
grain and flour products. Dog and cat 
foods are favorites of these insects and 
are often overlooked when searching 
for the source. 
The Indian meal moth is commonly 
seen flying around the kitchen. larvae 
of this moth web together their food 
such as flour or cornmeal and com­ 
pletely destroy the product for human 
consumption. Angoumois grain moth 
has similar habits. The larvae feed 
entirely within kernels of grain. 


Control without the use of in­ 
secticides includes heating 
the 
material in the oven at 130 degrees F 
for one-half hour or placing it in a deep 
freeze at 0 degrees F for four days. The 
egg stage is difficult to kill, so spread 
the material into trays or pans so the 
heat or cold penetrates evenly. Use a 
thermometer to check temperature in 
both situations. 
Dried fruits can be placed in 
cheesecloth bags and dipped in boiling 
water for six seconds, killing external 
insects. 
Thoroughly vacuum the cupboard to 
remove all loose food and insects. Be 
sure to clean areas where insects 
might be hiding, like between the stove 
and wall, under the refrigerator, 
unwashed flour sifter, inside rolling 
pins, and other likely places. 
As a homeowner, you are limited to 
about two pesticides for controlling 
pantry pests. In the kitchen or storage 
areas, spray empty, cleaned shelves 
lightly with premium grade malathion 
(3 per cent spray), or pyrethrin (0.1 
per cent to 0.25 per cent) plus 
piperonyl butoxide (I per cent to 2 per 
cent). 
To prevent reinfestation, keep 
packages sealed in tight-fitting con­ 
tainers so insects cannot get into them. 
Often, flour, cereal, cake mix, and 
other packages are opened or slightly 
punctured. These should be tra n s­ 
ferred immediately to tight-fitting 
containers such as jars with lids or 
coffee cans.

This tip for you will sound like a 
wives tail, but ifs straight for you 
from the state horticulturist.

Store a tomato with 
them! As the tomato ripens, it gives off 
a substance which causes the bananas 
to ripen to a golden state. Ohio State 
University experts have also ex­ 
perimented with storing foods at low 
pressure conditions (remember our 
atmosphere is 50 pounds pressure). By 
reducing the storage air pressure, they 
have kept apples fresh for 2 years, cut 
flowers fresh for IOO days. This may 
have fascinating possibilities for the 
future of food storage. 
Incidentally, if you can food, you 
know the air pressure in your jars is 
lower than the outside air — that’s why 
the air pushes the lid down, right?

The output of com, 
More Farmers 
Sample Soil

An increasing number of land 
parcels across Ohio are getting 
checkups to determine their condition, 
according to Myron H. Warner, 
Extension Agronomist at The Ohio 
State University. Usually called “soil 
tests,” these checkups tell if the soils 
have enough plant food to grow good 
lawns or gardens or field crops or 
pasture grasses. 
Warner reports that the number of 
samples tested at the Ohio State 
University Soil Test laboratory is 
running about 
per cent above 1973. 
Much 
of this 
increase 
is from 
homeowners who want information 
about how to have better lawns and 
gardens. And most of the increase in 
this type of soil sample is coming from 
thelarger metropolitan areas of the 
state. 
Because of the fertilizer shortage, 
Extension agronomists urged morel 
and owners and managers to have 
their soils tested for the 1974 season. 
Warner says the same reasons will still 
apply to the 1975 season: more ef­ 
ficient use of available fertilizers; cost 
saving by applying only the plant food 
elements needed; and promise of 
higher crop and plant yields through 
the availability of the proper plant 
foods. 
Although Warner believes supplies 
of fertilizer for homeowners will be 
adequate for next spring, he foresees 
the supply for farm use as still tight. 
He says one fertilizer dealer recently 
commented that he no longer sells 
fertilizer, he allocates it among the 
farmers who want to buy. Nitrogen 
and phosphorus will probably be in 
short supply this year, Warner points 
out, because fertilizer plants just can’t 
keep up with production demands. 
Warner attributes some of the soil 
sample increase to stepped up 
educatonal programs during the past 
year. In addition to efforts of county 
Extension agents to encourage land 
owners to have their soils tested, 
Extension agronomists have had 
exhibits at several home and garden 
shows. The agronomists have been 
present to answer questions. 
Fall is a good time to have soil 
tested, Warner says. He suggests that 
interested persons get soil test kits 
from the County Extension Office. 
These include information sheets, 
mailing bags, soil probes, and other 
information for taking tests and are 
available at a small fee. 


sorghum and barley, at 176 million 
tons, will be 14 per cent below the 1973 
crop of feed grains, according to 
figures compiled by Wallace Barr, 
Extension Economist at The Ohio 
State University. What makes matters 
even worse, he points out, is that the 
carryover from last year’s crop is only 
about 21 million tons, ll million tons 
less than that of a year ago.

million tons to 27 million, about a 40 
per cent decline. World economic 
conditions and declines in real incomes 
due to inflation and the energy crunch 
are likely to reduce growth in demand 
for meat-poultry products, and thus for 
feed grains. 
Domestic use of feed grains for food, 
seed and industrial purposes will 
continue to rise. The amount of feed 
grains left for livestock will be about 
135 million tons, 14 per cent below that 
available a year ago.

Prices will 
ration feed grain use, Barr points out. 
Com exports are expected to drop 30 
to 40 per cent to 700-900 million bushels, 
down from 1,250 million bushels in the 
1973-74 market year. The reduced 
quantity available and higher 1974 
com crop prices means other nations 
will be sharing in the adjustments of 
U.S. food consumers and livestock 


producers. The fear of export 
restrictions and desire to get early 
export commitment may mean 
heavier sales and stronger prices early 
in the market year.

He was employed five years as a 
Are Nitrates 
A Problem 
To Livestock? 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent 
Agriculture 
Recent studies indicate that excess 
nitrogen fertilization of forage crops 
does not produce nitrate toxicity in 
livestock, says William Crist, Canfield 
Area Extension Agent, Dairy Industry. 
Consumption of some nitrate is nor­ 
mal, he says. However, excessive 
amounts of nitrate have caused the 
death of animals. 
If an animal eats a small quantity of 
nitrate, it is converted to nitrate and 
then to ammonia. The ammonia is 
used to make microbial protein that is 
beneficial to the animal. If too much 
nitrate is consumed and some of it is 
converted to nitrate in the rumen, 
some of the nitrate will be absorbed 
into the blood where it changes the red- 
colored pigment called hemoglobin to 
a brown-colored pigment called 
methemoglobin. Hemoglobin tra n s­ 
ports oxygen from the lungs to 
other body tissues. Methemoglobin 
does not. So, if enough hemoglobin is 
converted to methemoglobin, the 
animal will die. 
Under normal conditions, nitrates 
are taken up by the roots of plants. 
These nitrates move up the stems 
where they are converted into protein. 
As plants mature, nitrate content 
declines to near zero. Mature com 
silage has near zero nitrate, while com 
that has just started to ear would be 
higher in nitrate. Species of plants 
that can accumulate very high nitrate 
include com, oats, other small grains, 
sudan grass, and sorghums. The grain 
part is always low in nitrate, Crist 
says. 
Since nitrate must be present in the 
soil before plants can accumulate it, 
sources are manure, plant materials, 
microbial fixation of nitrogen from the 
air, or nitrogen fertilization. 
N itrate poisoning has occurred 
where no commercial fertilizers have 
been used. Several studies show there 
is no relationship between high 
nitrogen fertilizations and nitrate 
toxicity. 
Crist says adverse weather con­ 
ditions are probably the biggest factor 
in nitrate accumulation in plants. 
Increased accumulation results from 
scorching, hot weather and drought 
after a normal spring and summer; 
rain after a long dry period; and 
prolonged cool, cloudy weather, he 
says. 
It is doubtful that long-term, low- 
level feeding of nitrate has any harm­ 
ful effects on animal performance. 
Ix)w levels of nitrate have been ac­ 
cused of causing decreased milk 
production, poor growth, lowered 
fertility, and disturbance of vitamin A 
nutrition. Attempts to reproduce these 
effects, attributed to long-term intake 
of low levels of nitrate in carefully 
controlled experiments, have not been 
successful, Crist says. 
On a dry matter basis, 2,000 parts 
per million of nitrate-nitrogen, 0.2 per 
cent nitrate-nitrogen, 0.88 per cent 
nitrate, or 1.44 per cent potassium 
nitrate is generally considered an 
upper limit in livestock feed.

Harmful 
To Chances 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - The 
manner in which reports of an incident 
involving Rep. Wilbur Mills were 
handled may be more politically 
dam aging to the 36-year-veteran 
congressman than the incident itself, 
according to some of his associates. 
“ It’s kind of, to me, like another 
cover-up, I guess you could say. So, I 
think what I would hope Mr. Wilbur 
Mills would do is come forth and be 
honest with the people. I think this is 
what we need in our government and 
that’s my biggest objection to this 
whole thing that’s happened,” said the 
Rev. Keith Goza, pastor of the Ar­ 
kansas Democrat’s hometown church, 
the First Methodist Church in Kensett. 
Mills has attended one service at the 
church since the Rev. Mr. Goza, 24, 
became pastor three months ago. 
In Washington, Rep. Thomas L. 
Ashley, D-Ohio, said of Mills, “I think 
he’s a goner. I don’t think it needed to 
be fatal but he allowed it to be fatal. 
You don’t disappear for four days with 
no explanation.” 
Mills, chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, originally 
denied involvement in the Washington 
incident early Monday but later ad­ 
mitted that he was present when police 
stopped his car for speeding and 
operating without headlights. 
Police said Mills, a passenger in the 
car, was bleeding from facial cuts and 
sm elled of alcohol, and another 
passenger, later identified as a former 
stripper, jumped from the car and into 
the Tidal Basin after the vehicle was 
stopped early Monday. 
In a statement issued through an 
aide on Thursday, Mills said he was 
trying to take the woman home from a 
party because she did not feel well. He 
said his original statement denying 
involvement was the result of a 
misunderstanding.

beneficial By some estimates 
as many as half the population

Many 
nutritionists 
are 
becoming concerned about the 
widespread vitamin use, both 
for w hat it might do to the user 


and what it might not do. 
Hopping an occasional vitamin 
pill is lar different from some 
of the fads which have become 
popular. Although the fads

numerous 
sup­ 
plements. vitamins K and C 
liave 
achieved 
particular 
prominence. 


The aspect of these fads 
which concerns nutritionists is 
that they depend upon huge 
doses of the favorite vitamin. 
It is almost as though the user 


is supposed to drown an 
ailment or deficiency with the 
sheer volume of his intake. 
Another point which bothers 
many is the dependence some 
persons have developed for 
vitamins. It is not a habit in 
the sense of drug dependency, 
but it may help develop a 
home remedy attitude that 
any ailment or symptom can 
be cured by simply juggling a 
proper mixture of vitamins.

The greatest assembly of economists 
climbed to the summit in Washington 
only to discover that when it comes to 
solving the country’s fiscal woes, 1,500 
heads are no better than one. So, back 
to that little old drawing board. 
The conflict of views and interests 
shown at the economic debates has an 
equally bewildering counterpart in 
diplomacy — our embarrassed efforts 
to kiss and make up with Fidel Castro. 
He welcomed peace-makers Jake 
Javits and Claiborne Pell from the 
United States Senate, then, while they 
were being shown the sights, went on 
radio to excoriate the U.S. in a more 
fiery manner than he had displayed in 
years. 
The Senators came home convinced 
that despite the acid that Castro had 
sprayed they had gotten through to 
him — had given him pause. Sen. 
Javits described Castro as “ .. .very 
pensive. He really seriously con­ 
sidered what we were saying.” 
But so must have Cuban Foreign 
Minister Raul Roa in his speech to the 
U.N. Assembly. He called us, pen­ 
sively, just about everything in the 
book. 
So don’t book passage for Havana for 
some time, at least. 
A renowned World War II general, 
writing in the Reading (Pa.) Eagle, 
suggests that we make Castro “work 
his way back,” like a defector-deserter 
before we embrace him. Ira C. Eaker, 
who headed the Eighth and Fifteenth 
Air Forces, gave his readers a long list 
of Fidel’s crimes against the U.S. They 
include his willingness to let the 
Russians turn his island into a missile 
and bomber base; his clandestine 
Communist operations in South and 
Central America; his confiscation 
without renumeration of hundreds of 
millions of dollars of U.S. properties, 


NEW YORK (AP) - Words, like 
fortunes, are made and lost on Wall 
Street. 
Gone for now are the words of the 
heady years of the past, when go-go 
funds were run by swingers and 
gunslingers looking for smart money 
investments in high flyers, glamours, 
yo-yo stocks or stocks in the second 
tier of the Nifty Fifty. 
But Wall Street’s penchant for 
creating new words, phrases and jokes 
seems to have declined with the Dow 
Jones industrial average this year. 
And about the only new phrase to come 
out of the Street in recent months is 
gloomy: double-digit inflation. 
“When things are easy in a big bull 
market, you get more humor,” says 
Eldon Grimm, a veteran of the Street 
who’s been around long enough to 
know. “Now it’s hard to come by.” 
“I don’t think people have the time to 
think about these things,” says Peter 
Wyckoff, author of “The language of 
Wall Street.” ‘‘They’re just too 
worried.” 
Each profession has its code words, 
from banking to short order cookery, 
and Wall Street still has at least its 
share. 
Blue chips and widow-and-orphan 
stocks have been demeaned and war 
babies, defense stocks, rejected. All 
were caught in the claws of the most 
powerful bear market since the ’30s. 
Bull and bear are the Street’s best 
known symbols. They refer to the way 
a bull thrusts his head up in a fight 
while a bear grapples and wrestles his 
opponent down. 
From time to time, these concepts 
have been related to creation of illegal 
bull traps, bear polls and bear raids, in 
which bears join forces to force down 
the price of a stock, only to buy it back 
at a profit. 
Also illegal are bucket shops, run by 
bucketteers who theoretically execute 
customers’ orders and make money 
when the client loses. Painting the 
tapemaking trades just to get a 
company’s name on the ticker is out, 


but investors can still put their money 
in pups, cats and dogs. 
You can sell short or go long, 
straddle or swing or take a short 
against the box. The market can swim, 
be sick, sleep, be lazy or fall out of bed. 
It can leave you without a shirt or 
taking a bath. 
Quick action on trading floors has 
created nicknames for some of the best 
known companies. 
United States Steel is Big X, from its 
ticker tape symbol. Bethlehem Steel is 
Bessie, McDonald’s Corp. is Ham­ 
burger, After Six is Tux. Dome 
Petroleum is Dump and Buttes, Oil & 
Gas is Bingo. 
Uke words, there are phrases and 
sayings. 
“He who sells what isn’t his’n, buys 
it back or goes to prison,” goes the one 
about short selling — selling borrowed 
stock on the theory that you can buy it 
back later at a profit. 
“Buy on the rumor, sell on the 
news,” is another widely followed 
maxim. 
Another 
favorite, 
common 
nowadays, is, “Bears sometimes make 
money, bulls sometimes make money, 
but pigs never do.” 
“That’s a lot of baloney,” 
broker Grimm.

Coal Strike 
Seen Likely 
By Miller 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
Mine Workers says a nationwide coal 
strike is likely Nov. 12 unless the in­ 
dustry makes concessions on key 
health and safety issues, but the coal 
operators indicate they are standing 
fast. 
“Time is running out,” declared 
UMW President Arnold Miller who 
charged that the “inflexible position” 
adopted by the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association all but assures a 
strike. 
“If there is to be a prayer of 
negotiating a settlement and securing 
ratification without a strike, tough, 
hard negotiating should be going on 
this very minute,” Miller told a news 
conference Thursday. 
Contract talks covering 120,000 
UMW members who produce about 75 
per cent of the nation’s soft coal 
recessed last Monday when Miller said 
the industry rejected the union’s 
proposals to improve health and safety 
in the mines. The two sides are not 
scheduled to meet again until Monday. 
The union chief called the industry’s 
counter proposals “garbage,” saying 
they are like asking “for a three-year 
renewal of their license to kill.”

The ankle joint is a complicated, 
mechanically 
exact 
piece 
of 
“machinery.” It is almost un­ 
believable that it can take so much 
pounding and still function as well as it 
does. 
Occasionally, its function is im­ 
paired by a congenital defect, or by 
injury, or by rheumatoid arthritis. 
Previously, when the joint ceased to 
function adequately, treatment was 
ineffectual in most instances. Now, Dr. 
Richard C. Smith, from the California 
College of Medicine in Irvine, has 
constructed a metal and plastic joint 
which totally replaces the ankle in 
those cases where it is not functioning. 
The new techniques of replacement 
of joints hold great promise in giving 
incapacitated people an excellent 
chance of normal function. 


Dr. Edwin D. Kilbourne and his co- 
workers in New York City have 
developed a new approach aimed at 
limiting influenza rather than trying to 
completely prevent it with a new 
vaccine. 


Preliminary studies definitely 
reduced the severity of symptoms in 26 
adult volunteers. 


Apparently, this approach to im­ 
munity is a radical departure from the 
use of flu vaccine. 
There is great optimism that this 
complex scientific development may 
be expanded to other viral infections. 


Dr. A. Clifford Barger, of Harvard 
Medical School, has found that the 
venom of a South American snake can 
prevent certain types of high blood 
pressure. 
Renal hypertension, produced ex­ 
perimentally in laboratory animals, 
can be controlled by this method. 
As with all scientific investigation 
the transition is made to humans when 
its value is confirmed in animals. After 
being certain that the disadvantages 
and side effects are eliminated or 
minimized to a safe level, new drugs 
are certified for universal distribution.

The states of Minnesota, Michigan 
and Wisconsin and the federal 
Environmental Protection Agency

U.S. District Judge Miles W. Ixird 
ruled in the officials’ favor, saying 
evidence showed that the wastes 
contained asbestos fibers which can 
produce lung cancer and other 
diseases. He said the fibers had shown 
up in substantial quantities in the 
drinking water of Duluth, Minn., and 
the discharges posed a danger to other 
communities as well. 
The appeals court set aside lord’s 
order, saying a health hazard had not 
been proved and “unknowns may not 
be substituted for proof of a dem­ 
onstrable hazard to the public health.” 
In his dissent, Douglas asserted: 
“If, as the Court of Appeals in­ 
dicates, there is doubt, it should be 
resolved in favor of humanity least in 
the end our judicial system be part and 
parcel of a regime that makes people, 
the sovereign power in this nation, the 
victims of the great god progress 
which is behind the stay permitting 
this vast pollution of I .ake Superior 
and its environs.” 
The Supreme Court did not make 
public how the other justices voted, but 
five votes would have been needed to 
reinstate the order.

New UFO Flap 
Reported Based 
On Old Story 


MIAMI (AP) — A 20-year-old flying 
saucer story' that was resurrected 
from a book sent Floridians to their 
telephones and jammed newspaper 
and radio station switchboards from 
Pensacola to Miami. 
The callers Friday reacted to a 
C learw ater 
w riter’s promise to 
disclose new information on unidentied 
flying objects (UFOS). 
In Miami, Jacksonville, and other 
cities, hundreds of radio listeners took 
to their telephones seeking 
in­ 
formation on what many mistakenly 
believed to have been reports of a new 
sighting. 
Buzz Kilman, news director at 
WSHE-FM in Fort lauderdale, said, 
“ Panic in the streets, with a lot of 
alleged lies and reported lies. Our 
phones haven’t stopped ringing all 
day.” 
The listeners apparently had heard 
fragments of reports from a news 
conference held by Robert Carr, a 
form ef Hollywood, Calif., screen 
writer who lectured at the University 
of South Florida last year. 
It turned out that Carr was repeating 
information he had obtained from a 
book about flying saucers published in 
the early 1950s. 
Carr, 65, now living in Clearwater, 
was promoting a Tampa “Flying 
Saucer Symposium” to be sponsored 
Nov. 1-3 by a group called PSI, for 


psychic, spiritual and intuition. 
Carr said that “sources had reported 
that two UFO’s and the frozen bodies 
of their occupants were being hidden 
at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, 
Dayton, Ohio. The reports were denied 
emphatically by saucer-weary Air 
Force officials. 
“There are no little green creatures 
or craft 
from space at 
Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base now. There 
never have been. The report is without 
foundation,” said Bob Maltby, public 
information officer for the case, ad­ 
ding the denial also covered “little 
creatures of other colors.” 
Carr contends that Sen. 
Barry 
Coldwater, R-Ariz. had tried to see 
UFO material at Wright-Patterson 
during a visit to the base. 
Radio station WBSR, Pensacola, 
reached Goldwater’s Phoenix office, 
where a spokesman said that in 1964, 
when Coldwater was at the base for a 
ceremony, he asked to enter a building 
that he heard contained UFO material. 
The spokesman said Coldwater was 
told no one was allowed into the 
building. 
Carr’s wife Katherine said she hopes 
all the commotion hasn’t frightened 
people. 
“ I hope people aren’t out looking for 
little people to shoot. I should think 
people would be very happy to have 
visitors from outer space,” she said.

Family 
Returns 
To Basics 


PETERSBURG, 111. (AP) - Two 
years after trading suburbia 
for 
country living, the Alfred Koellings 
are convinced that they are a healthier 
and happier family. 
They make their own catsup from 
homegrown 
tom atoes 
and 
knit 
.sweaters from the wool of their own 
sheep. 
They say their home among the 
wooded, rolling central Illinois hills 
represents the realization of a dream 
and an opportunity for them to be a 
real family — doing things together. 
“We got awfully tired of subdivision 
living,’’ said Koelling, 45, who drives 
21 miles each day to Springfield, where 
he is curator of botany at the Illinois 
State Museum. 


“We still sometimes pinch ourselves 
to see if it is real.” 
The children, 18-year-old Geoffrey 
and 8-year-old Jill, ride a bus 3*2 miles 
to school in Petersburg. Koelling’s 
wife, Charlene, 37, teaches science and 
is librarian at Greenview school, about 
eight miles away. 
The center of the family’s interest is 
their 15-acre parcel of land — too hilly 
for farming but just right for country 
living. 
The Koellings’ three sheep — part of 
a menagerie that includes chickens, 
ducks, geese, cats, a pony, dog, goat 
and a turtle — are sheared each 
spring. 


Then members of the family clean 
and card the raw wool, spin it into 
thread, twist it into yarn, dye it and 
knit their own sweaters. 
The kids help gather onion skins, 
tulip 
tree 
leaves, 
cockleburrs, 
marigolds and black walnuts to make 
colorful dyes. 
“The word is satisfaction,” said 
Koelling. 
“ You start with raw 
materials that are basically useless 
and you m anipulate them 
into 
something. You do the whole thing and 
ifs a whole lot of fun.” 
The family maintains a garden and 
picks food for freezing and canning, 
which helps the family budget in in­ 
flationary times, Mrs. Koelling said. 
The Koellings and some of their 
neighbors recently used 30 gallons of 
tomatoes to make their own catsup. 
“It’s much better than regular 
catsup,” Mrs. Koelling said. “Now the 
kids are spoiled.”
